SECTION 97.1 ALL STARS FOR 2005

On January 31, 1951, our Federal Communications Commission 
placed into our operating rules a statement of the type of ama- 
teur radio service it expects us to provide in return for being 
allowed to make use of some highly valuable radio spectrum. 
This statement of basis and purpose did not come from any 
international body. It applies only to the places where the FCC 
regulates the amateur service. The statement survives today in 
Section 97.1 of our rules. It is important that we pause annually 
to reflect upon just whom it is among our fellow members that 
we admire as our role models in helping to fulfill each of these 
five principles during the previous year. 

They are our “Section 97.1 All-Stars”. We are indebted to them 
for what they are doing and for reminding us of our wonderful 
privileges in making use of an increasingly valuable public 
resource. 


Chapters: Here is the call for your nominations. 

Include with the name and call sign of your nominee, the specific 
award for which you are making your nomination and a state- 
ment of your reasons for making your nomination. There are five 
Presidential Honor Awards to be presented. They are: 


1. Section 97.1(a): For service to the public as a voluntary non- 
commercial communication service, particularly with respect to 
providing emergency communications. 


2. Section 97.1(b): For continuing and extending the amateur 
operator's proven ability to contribute to the advancement of the 
radio art. 


3. Section 97.1(c): For advancing skills in both the communica- 
tion and technical phases of the radio arts. 


4. Section 97.1(d): For expanding the existing reservoir within our 
amateur service of trained operators, technicians and electronic 
experts. 


5. Section 97.1(e): For continuing and extending the amateur 
operator's unique ability to enhance international goodwill. 


Here’s your opportunity to recognize a deserving QCWA member 
in your Chapter for helping make amateur radio the greatest 
hobby in the World. It is our way of thanking them for helping 
prove that it is truly in the public interest to allow persons inter- 
ested in radio technology solely with a personal aim and without

Photos should be identified by chapter number as well as by “photo 1”, “photo 2”, etc. Please limit the number 
of photos — we try to give space to all submissions and numerous photos from one chapter can overload the page count. Typed 
copies are acceptable — they are scanned with a character recognition program with the final copy checked against the typed 
copy. Those programs are great but not infallible! Digital photos are preferred. Please send them with the highest resolution 
available. Photos that look good on your monitor at 75dpi appear very soft and out of focus when printed. A resolution of 
300dpi is ideal (Ed. Note: when taking digital photos use the highest resolution on your digital camera). Don't try to resize the 
photo to fit our page layout size. Let the Editor do any necessary size adjustments. Photo prints are acceptable — they are 
scanned to generate a digital file for use in the Journal. Deadlines are: January 1 for the Spring issue; April 1 for the Summer 
issue; July 1 for the Fall issue; and October 1 for the Winter issue. Chapter Secretaries are the unsung heroes who so diligently 
keep Chapter records. Communication with National Headquarters is greatly appreciated. | send my personal thanks to all of you 
for a job well done!

DUES NOTICES: Because we are a non-profit organization, postal regulations permit us to mail only “dues notices”, usually 
every three months. Cash flow is very important to an organization such as ours. Please renew your dues when your notice 
arrives. If you have not renewed, paying the current dues for one, two or three years, can reinstate your membership. Life mem- 
bership is another option and can save money and renewal concerns in the future.

Time to Renew? 


Q. My lady friend says that | am out of the main- 
stream because | do not own a TV and I have never 
used the internet. How can | know if I am listed on 
the ULS database and will | be able to renew my 
license? 


A. Ask someone, maybe your lady friend, to look for your 
grant on the FCC Wireless Telecommunication Bureau 
(WTB) Universal Licensing System (ULS) database. It took 
me all of 30-seconds to do so. Your grant expires in 2007. 
If you are not on-line by then, and you do not want to 
paper-file, use the service provider from which you will 
likely be hearing. 


Q. | received a solicitation from a renewal service 
provider. It asked for my social security number. 
Should I provide it? 


A. Yes, if you want to use its services. You probably do 
not have a FCC registration number (FRN). The service 
provider must have your SSN in order to obtain an FRN for 
you. 

You can do this yourself with a visit to the ULS 
Webpage. You can also do it by attaching a completed 
FCC Form 160 to your paper application, FCC Form 605, 
and mailing it to the FCC. Request these forms by calling 
1-800-418-FORM. Or you can ask your lady friend to 
obtain copies at www.fcc.gov/formpage.html. 


Q. What is a FRN? 


A. An FRN is a unique 10-digit number that is assigned to 
you when you register with the FCC. It is used to identify 
your business dealings with the FCC. The FRN registration 
process is administered by the FCC Office of the Managing 
Director. Once you get your FRN, you must then register 
your station call sign with the ULS. The WTB requires the 
FRN for its ULS and its Antenna Structure Registration 
(ASR). 


Q. When should | file for renewal? 


A. You can renew within a 90-day window prior to the 


expiration date of your license grant. 

W3BE-O0-GRAM: Do not file before 90 days. WTB 
reports that a large number of renewal applications 
are dismissed due to being filed too early. 

It is a good idea for you to review your license grant 
information as it currently appears on the ULS database. If 
it is completely correct, apply for renewal only. If it is not 
correct, your license grant must have an administrative 
update. 


Q. How do | use the Internet to renew my license? 


A. Here is how it went for me. My license grant showed 
that it was set to expire on September 29, 2005. | could 
have used one of the renewal service providers; however, | 
wanted to learn first hand about the on-line filing experi- 
ence. 

March 16 (198 days to expiration) — A notice was 
received in the postal mail from the League. It offered to 
file the renewal application for me, a Member (Charter 
Life member, actually) free of charge. 

March 31 (182 days to expiration) — | went on-line at 
http:/Awww.fcc.gov to register my operator/primary station 
license. | wanted to get this task out of the way so that | 
would be ready to tackle the renewal system when the 
time arrived. 

From the FCC homepage, a click on the WIRELESS 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS button under BUREAUS AND 
OFFICES brought up a menu from which LICENSING - 
CORES/CALL SIGN REGISTRATION was selected. 

That brought up the direction to click here to register 
now. The presented page required me to select a 6 to 15 
character password. | made up one for which there is 
some slight chance that | might remember ten years 
hence. Had | not done so, and left the entry blank, a 
password would have been generated for me. It is case 
sensitive. 

Because your FRN is public information, the password 
ensures that only you can gain access and modify your 
licensee data. Keep it confidential. 

May 21 (131 days to expiration) — A notice was received 
via postal mail from The W5YI VEC, Inc. It offered to file 
my renewal application for a fee. It required that | provide 
my Social Security number. 

June 11 (110 days to expiration) — A radiogram was 
received from an interested ham, reminding me that my 
license would soon expire. 

July 6 (85 days to expiration) - With my FRN and pass-

word at hand, | went on line at http:/Awww.fcc.gov. From 
the main Webpage, a click on the WIRELESS button under 
BUREAUS AND OFFICES brought up a menu from which 
ULS was selected, followed by a click on ONLINE FILING. 

That took me to the License Manager page where | 
logged in with my FRN and password. On the next page, 
my operator/primary station license was listed, correctly. | 
clicked on Renew License and was taken to that page of 
the License Manager. 

The required information was typed into the appropriate 
boxes at the bottom of the screen and a click was made 
on the CONTINUE button. 

A confirmation page appeared with a file number. | 
printed it for my records. 

Total time to file: 5 minutes 

July 7, 2005 A check on the ULS database showed that 
my license grant had been renewed. It will next expire on 
September 29, 2015. 


Q. How do we renew our club station license? 


A. Section 97.21(a)(3) says that your application to the 
FCC for renewal of your club station license grant must be 
made through a Club Station Call Sign Administrator 
(CSCSA). The CSCSA must submit your information to the 
FCC in an electronic batch file. 


Q. My operator/primary station license grant shows a 
different expiration date than does the license grant 
for the club station license for which | am the 
trustee. Didn't such grants used to expire on the 
same date? 


A. You are correct. Section 97.5(b)(2) says that a club 
station license grant may be held only by the person who 
is the license trustee designated by an officer of the club. 
The trustee must be a person who holds an Amateur 
Extra, Advanced, General, Technician Plus, or Technician 
operator license grant. Were your operator/primary sta- 
tion license grant to expire, you would no longer be eligi- 
ble to hold the club station license grant. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Periodically, the FCC runs a check 
of its licensee data base to make certain that all club 
station license trustees hold a current operator/pri- 
mary station license grant. The club station license 
grant is cancelled for those whose trustees have 
failed to renew. 


Q. I’ve recently moved to a different mailing address 
than that shown on the FCC licensee database. Must 
| notify the FCC? 


A. Yes, and it is very critical for you to do so promptly. 
Section 97.23 says that your license grant must show your 
correct name and mailing address. This is serious business. 
This Section says that revocation of your station license or 
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suspension of your operator license may result when corre- 
spondence from the FCC is returned as undeliverable 
because you failed to provide your correct mailing address. 

The mailing address, moreover, must be in an area 
where the amateur service is regulated by the FCC and 
where you can receive mail delivery by the United States 
Postal Service. 


Q. How do | notify the FCC of my new address? 


A. You use the same processes as described above, except 
the purpose of your application is “AU” (Administrative 
update only). 


Q. My name is spelled incorrectly as it appears on my 
license grant information. Should | ask the FCC to 
correct it? 


A. Yes, by all means, have it corrected. You do that by 
applying for an administrative update to your license 
grant. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Spotting errors on the database 
and having them corrected is another one of the 
great benefits of having it available to us on-line. 


Q. | have just received a Pacemaker. The literature 
that came with it appears to rule out any exposure 
to electromagnetic emissions. Do you know of any 
articles or publications regarding hamming by per- 
sons with Pacemakers? 


A. No, but Ed Hare, W1RFI, ARRL Lab Supervisor, is the 
expert on this (and a lot of other things.) He reports that 
each manufacturer sets its own limits, but the ultimate 
decision is with your physician.

Q. Where can | find the amateur service rules for 
“portable” and “mobile” operation? 


A. Not in our rules for the amateur service, at least. Those 
outmoded terms are from an era when our regulators’ 
direction-finding capabilities were very primitive by today’s 
standards. Having an office record of exactly where each 
station was located served as an important enforcement 
tool. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: The availability of belt-clip ama- 
teur stations and more precise direction-finding tech- 
nology apparently has rendered those concepts 
obsolete. 


Q. | spent almost an hour wandering through the 
maze of the FCC website before completing my 
quest. Is there a simple way to get into the relevant 
Ham part? 


The Rules Say... 


A. Go to http:/Awww.fcc.gov. On the right side of this 
page, click on “Wireless Telecommunications.” On this 
page, also on the right side, under Wireless Service, click 
on “Amateur.” You are there! 

W3BE-O-GRAM: You will find a lot of information. 
Use this Internet service information before calling a 
FCC staff person and having it read to you. 


Q. Say that! am in contact with a ham in a country 
with which the U.S. does not have a third-party traf- 
fic agreement. If he should ask me to pass an emer- 
gency message from the head of that country to its 
ambassador here, should I do it? 


A. In as much as you would simply be receiving the mes- 
sage - as could anyone having the necessary receiving 
capability - on frequencies where there is no privacy 
assured - it would be your choice to make. 
Your station's transmission of messages for a third party 

- not the reception of such - is regulated by Section 
97.115. In pertinent part, it says that your station is 
authorized to transmit such messages to any station within 
the jurisdiction of any foreign government whose adminis- 
tration has made arrangements with the United States to 
allow amateur stations to be used for transmitting interna- 
tional communications on behalf of third parties. No sta- 
tion shall transmit messages for a third party to any station 
within the jurisdiction of any foreign government whose 
administration has not made such an arrangement. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Don’t transmit the ambassador's 
reply. Were you to do so, you would run afoul of 
Section 97.115. 


Q. What kind of messages may my station transmit 
for a third party? 


A. Section 97.113(a) lists the kinds of transmissions that 
our amateur stations cannot transmit; otherwise your sta- 
tion can anything but: 

(1) Communications specifically prohibited elsewhere in 
this part; 

(2) Communications for hire or for material compensation, 
direct or indirect, paid or promised, except as otherwise 
provided in these rules; 

(3) Communications in which the station licensee or con- 
trol operator has a pecuniary interest, including communi- 
cations on behalf of an employer. Amateur operators may, 
however, notify other amateur operators of the availability 
for sale or trade of apparatus normally used in an 
amateur station, provided that such activity is not conduct- 
ed on a regular basis; 

(4) Music using a phone emission except as specifically 
provided elsewhere in this section; communications 
intended to facilitate a criminal act; messages in codes or 
ciphers intended to obscure the meaning thereof, except 
as otherwise provided herein; obscene or indecent words 


or language; or false or deceptive messages, signals or 
identification; 

(5) Communications, on a regular basis, which could rea- 
sonably be furnished alternatively through other radio serv- 
ices. 

With respect to line item 1, Section 97.115(a)(2) says, in 
pertinent part, that no station shall transmit messages for 
a third party to any station within the jurisdiction of any 
foreign government whose administration has not made 
such an arrangement. This prohibition does not apply to a 
message for any third party who is eligible to be a control 
operator of the station. 


HISTORICAL INFORMATION FYI - The Radio Service 
Bulletins reproduced at http:/Awww.fcc.gov/mb/audio/dec- 
doc/radio_service_bulletins.html offer a snapshot of the state 
of the radio art during the early years of radio. They were 
issued monthly by the Bureau of Navigation (and later the 
Radio Division), Department of Commerce from January 
1915 into the 1930s to keep mariners, aviators, radio listen- 
ers, and others abreast of developments in the new medium 
of radio. Radio was used for radiotelegraphy, ship-to-shore 
and ship-to-ship communications, and increasingly as the 
1920s and 1930s advanced, broadcasting.

Pioneers in broadcasting: Here’s some information 
I found on the Internet about the Yagi antenna. 
Some of us actually remember when Yagis were 
used as television antennas. 

A Yagi-Uda Antenna, commonly known simply 
as a Yagi antenna, is an antenna consisting of an 
array of a dipole and additional parasitic elements. 
The dipole in the array is driven, and another ele- 
ment, slightly longer, operates as a reflector. Other 
shorter parasitic elements can be added in front of 
the dipole as directors. This arrangement gives the 
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antenna directionality that a single dipole lacks. 
Yagis are directional along the axis perpendicular 
to the dipole in the plane of the elements, from the 
reflector through the driven element and out the 
director(s); if you hold out your arms to form a 
dipole and have the reflector behind you, you 
would receive signals with maximum gain from in 
front of you. 

Yagi antennas which include one or more director 
elements, which, by virtue of their being arranged 
at approximately a quarter-wavelength mutual 
spacing and being progressively slightly shorter 
than a half wavelength, direct signals of increas- 
ingly higher frequencies onto the active dipole. (See 
also log-periodic antenna.) Thus, the complete 
antenna achieves a distinct response bandwidth 
determined by the length, diameter, and spacing of 
all the individual elements; but its overall gain is 
proportional to its length, rather than simply the 
number of elements. 

All the elements usually lie in the same plane, 
typically supported on a single boom or crossbar. 
The parasitic elements do not need to be coplanar, 
but can be distributed on both sides of the plane of 
symmetry. Many Yagi-Uda antennas (including the 
one pictured) are designed to operate on multiple 
bands; the resulting design is made more compli- 
cated by the presence of a resonant parallel coil 
and capacitor combination (called a "trap") in the 
elements. Traps are used in pairs on a multiband 
antenna. The trap serves to isolate the outer portion 
of the element from the inner portion for the trap 
design frequency. In practice, the higher frequency 
traps are located closest to the boom of the anten- 
na. Typically, a triband beam will have 2 pairs of 
traps per element. For example, a typical triband 
Yagi-Uda beam covering the 10, 15 and 20 meter 
bands would have traps for the 10 and 15 meter 
bands. The introduction of traps is not without cost- 
due to their nature; they reduce the overall band- 
width of the antenna and overall efficiency of the 
array on any given frequency, and radically 
affects its response in the desired direction. 

The Yagi-Uda antenna was invented in 1926 by 
Shintaro Uda of Tohoku University, Sendai, Japan, 
with the collaboration of Hidetsugu Yagi, also of 
Tohoku University. Yagi published the first English- 
language article on the antenna in 1928 and it 
came to be associated with his name. However, 
Yagi always acknowledged Uda's principal contr- 
bution to the design, and the proper name for the 
antenna is, as above, the Yagi-Uda antenna (or 
array). 

The Yagi was first widely used during World War 
II for airborne radar sets, because of its simplicity 
and directionality. Ironically, many Japanese radar 
engineers were unaware of the design until very 
late in the war, due to inter-branch fighting 
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between the Army and Navy. Arrays can be seen 
on the nose cones of many WWII aircraft, notably 
some versions of the German Junkers Ju 88 fighter- 
bomber and the British Avro Lancaster bomber.

Like Amateur radio, the radio control of model air- 
craft has changed a great deal over the years, and 
like Amateur radio has moved away from home 
brew to appliance operation. Guest speaker, 
Richard Barlow, model aircraft buff and President of 
the Model Aeronautical Association of Canada, 
(MAAC) reviewed the history of the radio control of 
model airplanes. In the early days all models flew 
free. In the mid-fifties control line flying was intro- 
duced and at about the same time rudimentary 
radio control appeared. By about 1947 many 
experienced radio amateurs were flying radio con- 
trolled model airplanes. It was all home built as no 
commercial equipment was available and ama- 
teurs were involved as they were licensed to trans- 
mit radio signals. In 1952 the 27 MHz band was 
opened for remote model control with five frequen- 
cy channels available. Aircraft control was known 
as bang bang with one button that moved the rud- 
der, Next came rudder and elevator control with a 
primitive form of proportional control. About 1962 
multi-control came by using vibrating reeds. The 
transmitter had two joy sticks giving four axis con- 
trol of ailerons, elevators, rudder and speed. In 
1966 the 72 MHz band with 50 channels was allo- 
cated for exclusive use for radio control of model 
aircraft. Then in the nineties computer control 
appeared, allowing preprogrammed stored data to 
trim each particular model for level flight. Up to 
fourteen functions could now be controlled. The 
recent cjppearance of brushless motors and very

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high capacity rechargeable batteries has resulted 
in very small radio controlled airplanes with a three 
to one weight ratio that can fly up to an hour 
indoors in a gymnasium. 

Now on the horizon is the move to utilize the 2.4 
GHz band employing digital spread spectrum mod- 
ulation. Benefits foreseen include simultameous non- 
interfering no- tune control of up to 79 model air- 
craft and less susceptibility to radio frequency noise. 
Of primary concern is the need for continuous reli- 
able control. A model plane traveling in excess of 
200 mph is a very lethal weapon. No longer 
required will be elaborate administrative proce- 
dures, that have in the past, had to be followed to 
prevent loss of control should two transmitters trans- 
mit at the same time to an aircraft. In consultation 
with model aircraft people commercial manufactur- 
ers are working to develop and test 2.4 GHZ radio 
control systems with stemdards, that hopefully, will 
be internationally adopted.

Our meeting in July is our annual awards lunch- 
eon. This year we honored the following: 50 years 
since first licensed & 50 years continuously licensed: 
Al Cammarata, W3AWU; Ray Johnson, K5RJ; 65 
years since first licensed: Dale Harris, W4DM; John 
Swafford, W4HU; Ralph Albers, W4ER. 

Pete Norloff, KG4OJT, was then introduced by Len 
Hook, KG6ZR, as our after-lunch speaker; Pete's 
topic was the Automatic Position Reporting System 
(APRS). 

Around 1984, Bob Bruninga, WA3APR, used a 
VIC-20, an early personal computer, to write a pro- 
gram to encode and decode data packets that 
could be broadcast as audio tones via Amateur 
radio. Unique in his approach was the use of a 
connectionless protocol which greatly reduced the 
overhead otherwise involved in packet data com- 
munications. Around 1992, Bob saw an opportuni- 
ty to couple his packet broadcasting system with 
the growing availability of low-cost Global 
Positioning System (GPS) receivers. This enabled him 
to use broadcast packets to tramsmit the GPS receiv- 
er's position periodically to any siations within radio 
range and capable of decoding the packets; thus 
APRS was born. 

Pete showed pictures of some of the hardware 
and software used currently by APRS devotees and 
then gave us a tour of interesting applications 
including some that take advantage of the Internet 
to store and distribute APRS position data more 
widely than is possible using wireless links alone. 

As an example of a tactical application of APRS, 
Pete showed how buses carrying the "survivors" of a 
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mock transport aircraft crash were tracked on their 
way to area hospitals by Fairfax County ARES dur- 
ing an all-day drill centered on Dulles International 
Airport (IAD) in May, 2004. The photo is of Pete 
explaining an antenna mount made from suction 
cups used to carry large window panes; these were 
attached to the windows of the buses to carry both 
the VHF communications and GPS antennas. 

As an example of the use of the Internet to store 
and later serve APRS data, Pete showed several sets 
of successive position reports plotted on a map of

the mid-Atlantic states. Pete obtained these reports 
from an Internet website that had previously 
archived them during several trips taken by Pete in 
his APRS-beaconing truck over the past year. The 
reports were first received via radio by someone 
else who then forwarded them via an Internet-gate 
(I-gate) to which the server was connected. 

In August, we toured the historic transmitter site 
for WTOP-AM located in Wheaton, MD. Ken 
Sleeman, W4PVB, and Transmitter Site Monager, 
and another young engineer, Dave Kolesar, were 
there to show us around. While waiting for other 
members to arrive, we looked through several 
photo albums that Granville "Granny" Klink, WTOP's 
Chief Engineer for many years, had assembled.

he Searsburg wind electric generating site on 

Mount Waldo is owned and operated by Green 
Mountain Power (GMP) Corp., Vermont's second 
largest utility, of Burlington, Vt. Built by Zond of 
California as prime contractor in 1996 using state 
of the art technology, it came on line in June of 
1997 as the first utility scale wind farm east of the 
Mississippi and is still the only utility size wind farm 
in New England. It is on about 35 acres of leased 
land. | have been a non-employee visitor guide at 
Searsburg since the Open House celebration in July 
1997, as part of the education and community out- 
reach component of the site license. 

Searsburg was selected for participation in the 
US Department of Energy (DOE) harsh environment 
Utility Turbine Verification Program. The Electric 
Power Research Institute (EPRI) and DOE con- 
tributed $3.5 million of the $11 million cost of the 
station, making data from the first three years of 
operation available to the entire US wind industry. 
The special cold weather package included black 
fiber glass blades with a smooth rime ice shedding 
coating, heated hydraulics and lubricants, tubular 
instead of lattice towers, and specially formulated 
steel subject to minimum embrittlement at low 
temperatures for the tower, gears and bolts. 

Each of the eleven Zond Z-40 550 Kw wind tur- 


bines at the Searsburg station has a generating 
capacity sufficient to supply the electrical needs of 
almost 200 average homes. In a year the 6MW 
wind farm generates about 14 million KWh of elec- 
tricity and displaces about 23 million pounds of 
carbon dioxide by not burning fossil fuels to make 
electricity. The machines are horizontal axis up- 
wind type with a swept blade diameter of 132’. 
The three blade hub is housed in a nacelle 132’ 
above ground atop a tubular 24 sided steel tower 
made in two 64’ sections thirteen feet in diameter 
at the base, bolted to a concrete foundation three 
feet thick and 36’ square covered by two feet of 
rock overlay. The towers are designed to with- 
stand a 150 mph wind. The highest wind speed 
measured on site was a 129 mph micro-burst in July 
1994. Based on nearly twenty years of meteoro- 
logical data the average wind speed is 17 — 18 mph 
from the west-northwest. With an availability fac- 
tor around 98% the turbines generate over 80% of 
the time. 

The nacelle covers and protects the integrated 
drive train that combines the main shaft, gearbox 
and yaw system, and the generator and hydraulic 
system. Each turbine and its tower components 
weigh almost 60 tons. The highest tip of a blade is 
198’ above ground. Each 64’ long hollow flexible 
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fiber glass blade weighs 4250 pounds. The blades 
rotate at a fixed 29 rpm once the wind speed is up 
to 8- 10 mph. The blade axle connects to the gear 
train, driving the generator at 1200 rpm. The 5500 
pound 550 Kw three phase induction generator 
develops 480 volts 60 hz. AC sent to the pad 
mounted transformer outside the tower base. 
From that transformer the 12 KV collection lines 
come a mile down the Mount Waldo service road 
to the Searsburg substation. In the switchyard a 
transformer raises the voltage again to join the 69 
KV aerial connector running 1.5 miles beside Sleepy 
Hollow Road to an existing 69 KV high line, part of 
the ISO New England electric grid. 

Meteorological instrumentation on top of a 
nacelle includes an anemometer and a wind vane 
for individual computer control of each turbine. 

As wind speed increases the electrical output 
increases to the maximum 550 Kw at 29 mph. At

wind speeds above that value the blades furl or 
pitch out to dump some of the wind, until at 65 
mph the blades are fully furled and the machine 
shuts down. As wind direction changes, the yaw 
motor rotates the nacelle horizontally (in azimuth) 
to face the turbine into the wind. Turbine opera- 
tion is fully automatic, controlled by the local com- 
puter. There are some 64 types of data sent 
between the nacelle and the computer in the 
tower base. This data is also forwarded to the sub- 
station master computer SCADA system, and is 
accessible by telephone modem from remote loca- 
tions. There is only one full time station techni- 
cian; OSHA requires a second person be called in 
for routine or unusual maintenance requiring 
climbing the interior ladder to the nacelle. 
Preventative maintenance is regularly scheduled. A 
yearly safety drill includes rappelling down the out- 
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side of the tower from the nacelle bottom hatch, 
and lowering a gurney with a man strapped in to 
the ground from that nacelle hatch. Local police, 
fire, and emergency personnel participate with 
GMP workers under the supervision of the GMP 
Safety Officer. 

Vermont has the usual twentieth century histo- 
ry of Dempster, Aeromotor and Bergy wind 
machines for water pumping and electric genera- 
tion before the Rural Electrification Administration. 
It also has one of the most unusual early wind tur- 
bine installations at Grandpa’s Knob near Rutland. 
The Smith-Putnam wind turbine was a two blade 
down-wind 1 MW giant that went on line in 
October 1941 for the Central Vermont Public 
Service Corporation. It had variable pitch and yaw, 
a 175’ swept diameter rotor, 117’ “hub height”, 
about 195’ maximum blade tip height above 
ground, nominal fixed rotor speed of 29 rpm with 
a “fluid drive” coupling to the gear system to drive 
the generator at 600 rpm producing 2400 volt AC. 
Early in World War II it lost one of the stainless 
steel covered blades; war steel shortage prevented 
its repair and it was eventually dismantled. 

In the eighties Vermont Environmental 
Research Associates (VERA) began wind prospect- 
ing for GMP. An early turbine installation 
appeared on Mount Equinox in Manchester and 
data gained from that severe weather site proved 
useful in the final choice of Searsburg at a slightly 
lower elevation and better wind profile with less 
rime ice. 

Multiple factors were involved. The annual 
average wind speed at Searsburg is 17 — 18 mph 
from the west-northwest. Trees on the ridge line 
show distinct flagging (shorter branches up wind, 
longer branches down wind) and bending. The 
ridge line is roughly perpendicular to the prevail- 
ing wind direction so up wind turbines will not 
experience “drafting”, or the turbulence of wind 
departing from an in line turbine ahead of them. 
There were already existing paved state highways, 
so only about 1.5 miles of access roads had to be 
built. There was an existing high tension line (69 
Kv) about 1.5 miles from the proposed substation. 
All environmental factors (small and large mam- 
mal, small and large avian, rare plant species, wet- 
lands, archeological and historical) were favorable. 
The site was not particularly visible nor adjacent to 
recreational uses. Keeping the blade tips at 198’ 
above ground avoided the FAA requirement of 
tower lighting. As a result of many meetings with 
the local populace initial acceptance was high and 
increased a year after the station came on line. 

By today’s standards the Searsburg wind gener-

sixties was one of great activity in amateur radio on 

my part. It was a big part of my life, but | had fami- 
ly duties to attend to as well as a home to maintain, chil- 
dren to raise, family matters to consider - not just my 
wife and two boys, but our mothers, brothers, sisters, in- 
laws, cousins.

Since we are still in the 50's, | will relate my trip to wit- 
ness, as a representative of ARRL, the detonation of an 
atomic device termed “Operation Cue."

It was to held at 
the Atomic Energy Commission's Nevada Test Site at a 
location called Yucca Flat, some 90 miles from Las Vegas 
near a dry lake bed in the vast Nevada desert almost 
devoid of vegetation. The League's invitation to attend 
was based on our publication, QST magazine, and the 
League's general interest in emergency communication 
via RACES. Upon my arrival in Las Vegas in April, 1955,1

found myself in the company of a horde of newspaper 
reporters, radio and TV commentators and civil defense 
directors and employees, about 200 people in all. Las 
Vegas was crowded, as always, and accommodations 
were difficult to impossible to obtain. | wound up in a 
very small and unpretentious hostelry in the city, not on 
"the strip," not far from Fremont Street and the center 
of a myriad of gambling casinos. | had to share my room 
with another attendee; this turned out to be a reporter 
from the Shreveport (La.) Times, a man named

Richardson, who was under assignment to report the 
“shot" for his paper. Richardson was a typical reporter, 
outgoing to the point of being pushy, very socially 
inclined, and a heavy drinker. Nevertheless, we got along 
well together and spent much of the following few days 
in each other's company. 


There were three or four days of orientation lectures and 
a lot of pamphlets passed out, then the trips to the site 
started taking place. The day before the detonation was 
to occur, all 200 of us piled into Greyhound buses to 
travel the 90 miles out to AEC's Nevada Test Site. On 
that first day we visited “Doom Town," a group of build- 
ings erected specifically for the purpose of being blasted. 
This was the closest that media observers, such as 
myself, were permitted to be. The 500-foot shot tower 
atop which the device was located, a mile away, loomed 
large in the clear desert air. | could hardly believe it was 
that far away. An elevator provided access to the device 
on top of the tower but of course we were not allowed 
to go anywhere near it. More lectures and explanations 
followed, more literature. The structures were made of 
many different materials to test their durability to a 15K 
atomic explosion. K was the measure of the power of the 
atomic bomb that destroyed Hiroshima in 1945, which 
was equal to 25 kilotons of TNT. This device was 15 times 
the power of the Hiroshima bomb. “Doom Town” also 
had power lines strung around and through it and a 1000 
watt radio broadcast station which would be transmitting 
when the device was detonated. Many of the spectators 
looked apprehensively at the distant tower housing the 
device, but we were assured that there was absolutely no 
danger of an accidental detonation.

The next day we were again transported to the site, this 
time to Media Hill where we had a clear view of the 
shot tower eight miles away, with the expectation of 
observing the shot. Volunteers were solicited for occu- 
pancy of the 10,000-foot trench - that is, ten thousand 
feet, or approximately 2 miles, from the tower to 
observe the effects of the detonation at that distance. | 
volunteered but was turned down, for the 10,000-foot 
observers were restricted to civil defense personnel, who 
were to be instructed in detail before the shot. | can't 
say | was disappointed. Being only 2 miles from a 15K 
atomic detonation was a daunting prospect, even with 
all the precautions that were to be taken. The 20 for- 
ward observers were transported to the 10,000-foot 
trench. The rest of us remained on Media Hill, 40,000 
feet from the tower. We were again indoctrinated and 
issued dark glasses, through which the sun would 
appear to have the brilliance of a single candle. The 
device, when detonated and viewed through the glass- 
es, would light up the landscape like brilliant sunshine. 
We were warned not to try to view the detonation by 
any means except through the glasses, otherwise perma- 
nent eye damage could result. We left Las Vegas at 
about 9 p.m., arrived at Media Hill at about 11 p.m. and 
awaited the "shot," which was scheduled to occur at 
about 5 a.m. It was chilly in the bare desert at night. | 
wished | had brought warmer clothing, but in the heat 
of Las Vegas during the day this seemed unthinkable. 
Although the weather was clear with stars visible and 
only gentle breezes, the shot was postponed at 2 a.m. 
because of unfavorable "sheer" winds aloft, which 
could result in fallout from the shot descending on a 
populated area. Back into the buses we went, back to 
Las Vegas. Richardson and | had some breakfast in the 
diminutive restaurant in our diminutive hotel, after 
which | hit the sack, but Richardson took a taxi down to 
the Strip. When | arose at about 2 p.m. he was in bed, 
clothes strewn about the room. 


The shot was postponed five times before 7 p.m. on the 
following days, most of which seemed clear and balmy, 
but authorities refused to detonate the devise until they 


were sure conditions were exactly right, with winds aloft 
in the proper direction to assure that fallout would not 
occur in any area populated by humans. On four addi- 
tional occasions the buses were loaded and we were 
transported to the site but the shot was postponed at 2 
a.m.. Richardson and |, after the second postponement, 
developed a schedule by means of which one of us 
would go out to the high school, the assembly point for 
the media trips, every day to ascertain if "the shot is 
on," after which we would call the other person on the 
telephone and inform him. Five times the shot was post- 
poned and we had the evening to ourselves. Four times 
it was "on" and we made the trip out there only to 
have it postponed again and have to return. When the 
shot was “on" and the trip took place it usually meant 
loss of a night's sleep. Richardson slept very little, spent 
much time at the Strip drinking with buddies and flash 
acquaintances. | tried to keep up with him the first three 
or four times, then gave up and went my own way. | 
was a few years older than he and not an experienced 
drinker - at least not his kind of drinking. | looked up a 
ham in Las Vegas who | knew to be the emergency 
coordinator appointee and spent some time operating 
his station, managed to make contact with someone at 
home and sent a message or two to Louise. After about 
the fifth postponement | wired Budlong, the League's 
general manager at the time, asking if | should stay on 
or come home. Many of the media observers were leav- 
ing. He wired back telling me to stay with it until the 
shot was fired if it took all summer. It was late April. | 
was ready to go home, tired of losing sleep, tired of 
playing the slot machines, running short of money and 
patience. Richardson was quite content to stay on but 
his paper gave him a deadline. 


One day when | visited the high schoo! to ascertain sta- 
tus, | was surprised to find that the shot was “on." It 
was a relatively chilly, cloudy evening with stiff breezes. | 
nevertheless phoned Richardson and climbed aboard a 
bus. The weather hadn't improved when we arrived at 
Media Hill, but we were told that the weather on the 
surface was not the deciding factor; it was conditions 
aloft, at about 40,000 feet, that mattered, and these 
were promising. A stiff breeze was blowing and about 2 
a.m. some sleet started to fall. There was no shelter 
available for the media people except in the buses, and 
even these were not heated while parked, but | spied a 
large bus parked nearby which had a sign on it: 
"California Civil Defense Communications." It had sever- 
al antennas mounted on it and was jacked so it would 
not move. | “hung around" outside until someone went 
in or out and saw, through the opened door, a potbel- 
lied stove and a figure crouched over it whom | recog- 
nized.

we waited, frequently glancing at our watches. At 15 
seconds before 5 a.m. we were told to don our glasses, 
those who did not have them to turn their backs, and 
the countdown continued. 


At exactly 5 a.m. the device was detonated. A blinding 
flash of light appeared and a sudden wave of heat hit us. 
There was no sound. We were told to remove our dark 
glasses and observe the cloud as it went through red, 
purple, brown. The brown mushroom formed with its 
white cap, and at ground level the rapidly-expanding 
dust cloud formed and spread outward. Cameras clicked, 
movie cameras whirred, accompanied by exhalations and 
exclamations from the crowd, which started milling 
about and a babble of conversation started. The mush- 
room cloud rapidly dispersed as it rose into the "sheer" 
winds aloft. Forty seconds after the detonation the 
sound wave hit us, a sudden BLAM! which stirred up a 
lot of dust, which we were assured was not radioactive. 
had forgotten about the sound wave and it nearly 
knocked me over. There was no rush of wind or heated 
air that | could perceive. Within three minutes all that 
was left was the remnants of brown clouds aloft and the 
rapidly-expanding dust cloud on the surface. The 500- 
foot shot tower as no longer visible. 


The next day we made our last trip out to the site. 
Richardson was no longer present. | learned later that he 
had seen the glow of the shot on the horizon from the 
Las Vegas airport and had kicked himself for not having 
stayed one day longer.

of hams who were paid civil defense people and had 
been in the 10,000-foot trench. They were a little 
“shook up" but quite lucid and apparently suffering no 
lasting ill effects. 


The QST write-up appeared in the August 1955 issue. 


This was the first of nine visits | made to Las Vegas in the 
ensuing years. The place is everything | abhor, but some- 
how it holds me with a strange fascination. | have never 
visited any of the Atlantic City casinos or those run by 
the Indian tribes in Connecticut and never intend to. 
Four of my nine Las Vegas visits were on business, the 
other five being on my own in passing through or 
accompanied by my wife or/and someone else. No 
details on my other visits, because most of them had 
nothing to do with ham radio. One of them was at the 
request of the manager of the Sahara Hotel on the strip, 
who wanted to confer with someone from ARRL con- 
cerning putting on a ham convention. On that occasion | 
spent about 2 hours with the Sahara sales manager and 
told him how ARRL conventions were handled. In appre- 
ciation, they picked up my hotel bill, including all meals 
and a free show in their theater to which | was allowed 
to invite as many as three people. They finally decided 
not to seek ARRL sponsorship or recognition and put on 
their own version of a "hamfest," which was so success- 
ful that it was put on annually for several more years and 
became known as SAREC, and at least once was recog- 
nized as an ARRL convention, thanks to me good graces 
of a local ardent supporter and volunteer official in the 
person of Leonard Norman, W7PBV. =

ating station is very small (6 MW); now nobody 
makes turbines of this size for the utility industry. 
The rate of technological progress in the wind 
industry exceeds that of the telecommunications or 
computer industries. The growth rate of installed 
wind generating capacity is about thirty percent 
per year over the last five years. While Searsburg 
has been successful and is still working as designed, 
GMP with VERA and a large wind developer is 
looking at a significant increase in the station size 
using modern machines. Two years of collabora- 
tive meetings of all involved parties have already 
taken place. The Special Use Permit application to 
the National Forest Service has been submitted, 
local meetings have occurred, and the start of the 
Draft Environmental Impact Statement is under- 
way. If this proceeds successfully it will be the first 
wind farm in a National Forest, the Green 
Mountain National Forest. 

Despite improved efficiency and conservation 
techniques the demand for electricity is increasing. 
Up to now much of it has been generated by fossil 
fuels (coal, gas, oil) that contribute to global 
warming and air pollution. Gas and oil are increas- 
ingly in short supply and rising cost. Generating 
costs for wind now are competitive with the best 
gas fired power plants. Wind is not the “silver bul- 
let” solution, but it is one of a diverse set of ener- 
gy resources. It won't run out, be interrupted by 
unrest, rise in cost or add to global warming. 
While Searsburg may be a small drop in the bucket, 
it has shown the way successfully. It has been very 
rewarding to be an educational part of the 
endeavor.

WIND TURBINE TECHNOLOGY 


Each of the eleven Zond Z-40 550 Kw wind turbines 
at Searsburg has a generating capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply the electrical needs of almost 200 average homes. 
The machines are horizontal axis up-wind type with a 
blade diameter of 132’. The three blade hub is housed 
in a nacelle 132’ above ground atop a tubular 24 sided 
steel tower made in two 64’ sections thirteen feed in 
diameter at the base, bolted to a concrete foundation 
three feet thick and 36’ square covered by two feet of 
rock overlay. The nacelle covers and protects the inte- 
grated drive train that combines the main shaft, gear- 
box, and yaw system, and the generator and hydraulic 
system. Each turbine and its tower components weigh 
almost 60 tons. The highest tip of a blade is 198’ 


above ground. Each black fiberglass blade weighs 4250 


pounds. The blades begin turning in a wind of 8 mph

at a fixed speed of 29 rpm. The average site wind 
speed at the hub level is 717 mph and the machines will 
generate over 80% of the time. As wind speed increas- 
es the electrical output increases to the maximum 550 
Kw at 29 mph. At wind speeds above that value the 
blades furl to dump some of the wind, until at 65 mph 
the blades are fully furled and the machine shuts down. 
The turbines can withstand winds up to 150 mph, 
although in about 20 years of data recording at this site 
the highest speed ever measured was a micro-burst at 
129 mph in July of 1994. The prevailing wind direction 
is WNW. The anemometer and wind vane atop the 
nacelles of each machine measure the wind speed and 
direction. That information is transmitted to the on- 
board computer at the base of each machine, which in 
turn controls the blade furl and machine yaw (azimuth 
motion) to maximize power output while protecting the 
turbine. The gear box in the nacelle speeds up the 29 
rpm of the blades to 1200 rpm at the three phase 
induction generator which produces electricity at 480 
volts AC. This is converted to 12 Kv by the transformer 
on a pad at the base of the tower. Underground 
cables from the transformers go along the ridge service 
road to the overhead collection circuit that runs half a 
mile down the access road to the substation at the bot- 
tom of the hill. At the substation in the control building 
each turbine computer is connected to the master com- 
puter by multi-wire cable to enable the operator to 
monitor and control each machine if needed. In the 
switch yard a transformer changes the electricity from 
12 Kv to 69 Kv to go down the connection line beside 
Sleepy Hollow Road 1.5 miles to a tap on the already 
existing 69 Kv transmission line. @
